modern tvratiic. 
' Such a vody, said Mr. Podesta, would con- 
fer untoid penefit on the country. There were 
similar associations im every country im the 
world, and the immense vaiue of their work 
could be gauged from the fact that nearly 
every pubiic body, private imstitution dud 
company gave them active support. ‘Lhe 
serious lacx of such civic endeavour in this 


‘cuuntry was brought home to them by the 


fact that in the lree State there was a pro- 
portionately bigger number of deaths and in- 
juries from road accidents than in most other 
countries. 

The Minister for Local Government and 
Public Health and the Minister for Educa- 
tion would, he was sure, be only too pleased 
to assist any body of public-spirited citizens 
who would -undertake this work, 'He was sure 
insurance companies and every responsible 
body would assist. The plan of showing 
special films embodying “safety first '” prin- 
ciples was an ideal one and would have the 
assistance of every school authority, While 
the Traffic Association could not be expected 
to shoulder all this work, he felt that if cer- 
tain representative people were invited to 
assist they wouid respond 

Mr. T. O'Connor said that the extremely 
rapid expansion of motor traffic in Dublin 
had created many problems with which the 
Traffic Association was endeavouring to deal. 
The teaching of ‘‘safety first’’ principles, 
especially to. the children, was & most im- 
portant duty. 

In the drawing up of posters, showing of 
films, lectures to schools, etc., undoubtedly 
they could rely on the willing assistance of 
the Garda authorities and. the Government 
Departments concerned. 

The Secretary (Mr. P. J. Hogan) reported 
that he had been in touch with “Safety 
First” associations in other countries, and 
they had expressed their willingness to assist 
in the creation of a similar body here. 

It was decided to solicit help from the 
committee, : 

Dealing with the Henry street traffic regu. 
lations, Mr. P. J. Hogan, Secretary, said that 
one-way traffic would only affect the street 
down Mary street as far as Liffey street as 
Traffic from Capel street could go up or 
down Mary street as far as Liffey street is 
at present, Under the new regulations 
traffic proceeding up Mary street from the 
Capel street direction cannot go into Henry 
atreet, but must turn right or left at Liffey 
‘street corner. Henry street proper would 
only be permitted to have traffic in it coming 
from the Pillar direction. The recommend- 
dation of the business houses in the street 
had been forwarded to the Garda authorities, 
and was receiving consideration. 

A letter from Messrs. Boland. Limited, 
stated that their vehicles used Victoria 
Bridge, which whs altogether’ too small to 
meet the demands made on it. They ‘sug- 
gested the erection of a bridge in Thorn- 
castle street connecting East road, which, 
they stated, would mean a great saving in 
time and money, and would relieve the con- 
gestion which was increasing. 

Mr. 1D. D. Healy, said that the Corporation 
Town-Planning Committee had _ already 
accepted the recommendation of the Traffir 
Association regarding priority of attention by 
the town-nlanning consultants to the Metal 
Bridge.

Mr. M. Somerville (Amalgamated Society 
of Woodworkers), who presided, said that 
many people thought building trade workers 
earned £4 or £5 a week, but the average 
wage the whole year round was no more than 
fifty-five shillings a week, The “ bosses” 
were trying to put off the registration of an 
agreement under the Conditions of Employ- 
ment Act, whereby every employer would 
have to pay a standard rate of wages. The 
employers would agree to negotiate only on 
the basis that any agreement for Dublin City

Industry and Commerce had done everything 
possible to settle the dispute, but the em- 
ployers remained mute, and could not even 
control their own household. Workers in the 
building industry were entitled, not to mere 
existence; but to frugal comfort. : 

Mr. Mark Daly (Secretary, Buildin 
Trades Group, Dublin Trades Council) sai 
that the workers negotiating and advisory 
committee did everything in its power to 
avert a stoppage. The Conditions of Em- 
oloyment Act entitled a worker to one day's 
oliday for every two months he was em- 
‘ployed. On the sixth or seventh week in 
the building trade the employer always dis- 
covered some reason for a change of stafl— 
a ruse which deprived the wore of his 
day’s holiday, The workers asked only 
for a meagre proportion of the profits made 
in the building industry The subsidies to 
housing did not come from the Government, 
but from the workers, and they were going 
into the hands of builders who, a few years 
ago, had very little to their credit. 

Mr. J. Brown (Amalgamated Society of 
Woodworkers) said that one would aoe 
thought that since 1913 a lesson would have 
been learned in the country. The workers 
were ready to accept any impartial court to 
arbitrate the dispute. . 

Mr. James Larkin declared that the wor- 
kers were all too gentle to their enemies, 
and all too ready to submit to kicks from 
their employers. No workers ‘were ex- 
ploited more than the building trade workers. 
not excluding even that low stratum of the 
prolajariat-—the unorganised workers in the 
new factories.: They asked for a forty-hour 
week, which French workers enjoyed by law, 
and two shillings an hour for skilled workers. 
For the builders’ labourers, the step-children 
of the industry, they sought 1s. 6d. per hour 
for a forty-hour week. The Dublin em- 
seg were fairly decent, intelligent men, 

ut there was a fringe of ‘ fly-by-night ”’ 
entlemen among them, the speculative 

uilders, who had used the money which the 
workers paid into the national exchequer, not 
to build houses for the workers, but to 
build for the petty écurgemse.

If the Government wanted to socialise in- 
dustry, it should say so. The proper way to 
deal with it was to allow competition. He 
was prepared to tell the consumer to pay a 
higher price so as to compensate the pro- 
ducer-for his costs: hut not te pay an in- 
flated price so that cheap bacon could be 
sent to Britain.

GOING OUT OF PRODUCTION 


Mr. HAZLETT (Ind.,° Monaghan) said 
that the bill set out to compensate minor 
curers. That was the class of legislation of 
which they had had a good deal during the 
last few years, and of which public repre- 
sentatives should be very satebul.

MIGRATION TO BRITAIN 


_ The total decrease m the number on the 
live register over the twelve-month period to 
September, 1936 (14,913, or 17.9 per cent.), is 
to some extent attributable to migration, 
especially migration te Great Britain, which, 
as was pointed out in the preliminary report 
on the gensus of population 1936 (p. No. 
2515), always of considerable dimensions,, has 
in recent years been stimulated by the 
cessation of emigration to the United 
States and by the measure of economic 
recovery in Great Britain. The net loss to 
population between the middle of 1935. and’ 
the middle of 1936 has been estimated by 
the Minister for Local Government and 
Public Health at 8,186."

The Dominions 


The six Dominions, with three other 
potential Dominions, are treated in full 
detail, each receiving a chapter packed 
closely with fact and interpretation. The 
new Constitution of “ Eire,” now before 
the Dail, renders the chapter on the [rish 
Free State out of date almost at once; 
but some of the legal problems discussed 
will not.be solved by the mere passage and 
popular acceptance of a Constitution. 
Organic links cannot be ‘sundered by 
legalistic phrases on paper; they have 
a habit of bursting paper bonds and 
leaving them as tattered relics of illogical 
statesmanship. On the whole, . however. 
the chapters in which the Dominions, in. 
cluding Great Britain, are described and 
discussed will be found exceedingly useful 
to inquirers and statesmen alike. There 
are strains and stresses innumerable in 
the system, but in the end it’ is the will | 
to cohere that will keep the fabric together. 
Freedom is infinitely preferable to 
legalistic definition and system, and. 
even if the experiment in freedom should 
fail, as any sensible person would desire 
it should not fail, it will still have justi. _ 
fied itself. It is a great experiment in 
politics, and because this volume describes 
it so well it should be read widely. 


Ireland and Britain 


Mr. Henry Harrison’s book is a plea 
for friendly relations between the Irish 
Free State and Great Britain, which will 
be read with the interest attaching to any- 
thing coming from him.

Laura Riding, in re-telling the legend cf 
Troy, is obsessed with the feeling of a living 
past which can be grafted on to the present, 
yet out of all the books she has read dealing 
with Trojan legends, it is the character of 
Cresseda which caught her imagination most 
forcibly. That this figure, so definitely, a 
medieval and renaissance addition to the old 
legends, should impress her personality on 
Miss Riding more than Paris or Helen or any 
of the other truly Greek characters seems to 
be highly significant. Can any real link Le 
established between the old world and the 
new? We go to Greece to take lessons in 
classicism, but Greece furnished more than 
any other place colour to romanticism. Barrés 
learned this when he visited Greece to im- 
bibe Hellenism. He found the ghosts of 
Byron and Chateaubriand rather than those ot 
Pelopidas and Epamirfondas. This novel does 
not, in consequence, strike us as particularly 
Trojan. Nor is:it particularly medieval cr 
Renaissance. The trappings and settings, 
above all, the names, are delightfully familiar, 
but the story has a contemporary trend and 
bias. We feel that no purely Greek heroine, 
not even Antigone, could have served Miss 
Riding’s —_— to the extent that Cresseda 
does, and this, we contend, is because her 
Cresseda is of Renaissance, not (irecian 


origin. 

That this courageous, adventuresome girl, 
as portrayed by Miss Riding, should seem the 
direct ancestress of the intrepid modern air- 
woman, for example, strikes us as being so in 
spite of, rather than because of, her jan 
setting.

We travel with Mr. Floyd into a count 


‘which is composed of mountains, small 


when compared to the Alps, but full of 
colour, charm and characteristic to the 
island ; then moorlands, .almost. frighten- 
ing with the atmosphere of sovereign lone- 
liness—‘‘ a country riddled with water.” 

Before we leave on our tour the people 
and their method of livelihood is described. 
Mr. Floyd claims that an agricultural 
background is the predominant feature of 
the economic life. The journey. starts at 
Dun Laoghaire, and then we go through 
Dublin and Wicklow, the very land in 
miniature, on to Kerry, Connemara, 
Donegal, the Six Counties, and ends in the 
central plain. 


The Deep Recess 


We could not go on the whole tour— 
we must leave the greater part of the 
exploration to the reader—but let us go to 
one or two cf the better-known beauty 
spots, a little hackneyed, perhaps, but 
everlastingly fresh, and from which we can 
judge the rest of the book. The first we 
naturally think of is Glendalough. On the 
way w? pass the waterfall of Glenmacnass, 
“ down which the water slides in a long, 
trickling waterfall to the valley floor, and 
can be seen wriggling its way into the dis- 
tance between trusting hills.’’ We come 
to “ G'endalough—and this deep recess 
among the hills, with its twin loughs 
caught in a tangle of wooded cliffs, is not 
only one of the most famous, but still, 
despite the charaban-s that debouch their 
daily cargoes there, is one of the most 
mysteriously beautiful places in Ireland. 
Little now remains of the ancient glory 
of the place but a small churchyard, con 
taining, among later tombs, the shell of 
the miniature ‘ cathedral’; the slender 
round tower that is the focus of al] the 
views of the valley; the tiny stone-roofed 
building known as Kevin’s Kitchen, one 
of the most perfect preserved specimens 
of the Celtic building art.” Looking 
down on the valley we see “ the broad 
foreground, beautifully clothed with 
trees, above which, from a central grove, 
peeps the tip of the round tower, more 
trees climb the slopes on either hand, 
and in the centre gleams the basin of 
the Lower Lough, “with a glimpse of 
further waters beyond.’’ 

Then Killarney, the mecca of the 
American tourist, where ‘‘ you will be 
seeing nature in one of her most generous 
moods,” The Gap of Dunloe is ‘ Irish 
scenery at its best.” 3 

Mr. Floyd has given us a book profusely 
illustrated with photographs of an excel- 
lent qualitv and we hope the few brief 
extracts will excite the reader to plunge 
into this fascinating book of Irish scenery.

arrive at those Olympian heights at once. 
The process was one of years—hard, 
eroding years, which ¢rushed rather than 
moulded his character into the resolute 
man we know to-day. 

Asa youth ‘‘ Jannie ” was the despair of 
his staunch old Boer father. He was a 
dreamer and good for nothing. The obvious 
thing was to make a Predikant of 
him; the Church was for such: persons. 
But school brought out the amazing 
mental powers of the boy. His mind 
blossomed; his memory, which was 
colossal, simply devoured the mental fare 
set before him, and, supplemented by 
voracious reading, amply made amends 
for the lethargic years. But, although so 
active in mind, he remained still inactive 
in body, and was more useless than ever 
on the farm. His studies never flagged, 
and scholarships eventually paved the way 
for a university course at Cambridge. 

Uncouth and little polished, the young 
burgher made few friends, and his career, 
though absolutely brilliant, lacked the 
bu it wóuld otherwise have had were 
e then more amenable to friendships. 


Clients Few and Far 


On his return to South Africa, Smuts 
set up as a lawyer. Briefs were con- 
spicuously absent, and though his intel- 
ligence was recognised, his aloofness, to 
put it more tactfully than Mr. Armstrong, 
gained him few and far clients. He was 
thus forced to lecture and do some writing 
to eke out a livelihood. Always in need 
of a leader, Smuts attached himself to 
Cecil Rhodes until the unscrupulous, but 
magnificent, financier revealed himself in 
the Jameson Kaid, With an _ equal 
fervency Smuts forsook his one time idol 
and clung to Paul Kruger, who welcomed 
this powerful young intellect to help 
bolster his declining powers. He fought 
bravely in the Boer War, and after its 
close was one of the prime movers in 
building up the new State. His goal was 
an ambitious one. He would weld Briton 
and Buer into one body within the British 
Empire In pursuit of his dream he 
fought resolutely. 


e Casemate vig 


As he rose—and his rise was rapid—he 
becaine ever more imperious, until his 
unpopularity was notable indeed. During 
the: War, thongh his handling of the 
situation in East Africa was singularly 
unsuceessful, he rendered great service to 
the Allies in council when he attended 
the Imperial Conference in London in 
1917. In the same year he paid an un- 
ofúcia] visit to Ireland, largely through 
the instrumentality of one Tom “ Case- 
mate.’’ A little more cate on the part 
of the author would have avoided this 
error, Tom ‘‘Casemate’’ was in reality 
Captain Casement, who had long known 
Smuts in Africa. Mr. Armstrong has 
nevertheless, written a fine, luchta and 
slightly brutal biography. There was no 
need to say on the “hlurb ” that the 
book “has not had the critical blue 
pencil’ of General Smnts across - the 
proofs’; this is obvious from the earliest 


chapters.

Dreyfus: His Life and Letters. By his 
— Pierre Ureyfus, London: Hutchinson.

F is & far cry back to the beginning of 

Vuffaire Dreyfus on a bright autumn 
morning in 1804; it is thirty-one years 
to that day in July, 1906, when he was 


_respared to honour in the Artillery Court 
the Ecole Militaire. ‘Two years ago 


Colonel Dreyfus died. The protagonists, 
Lieuteuant-Colonel du Paty de Clam, 
Joseph Reinach, Mathieu Dreyfus and 
many others associated with the case were 
killed in the Great War, Why, then, it 
may be asked, should the whole tragic 
business be revived at this late hour? The 
answer is to be found in the filial devotion 
of Pierre Dreyfus, who was only three and 
a half years old at the time of his father’s 
arrest. In a preface he says:— 

I merely wish, in reply to those who 
would assign mysterious origins to the 
Dreyfus Affair (and furnish singularly 
complicated explanations), to bring out 
the very simple and very human 
psychology of it, emphasise the most 
striking facts, and describe the prnepes 
actors as I think they should be un * 
stood. But in relating essential phases o 
the affair, and in publis some of the 
admirable letters exchanged between my 
mother and my father, as well as a portion 
of my father’s memoirs, Í desire above 
all to render filial homage to a man who 
will be recognised by future generations 
as one of the truest heroes in the history 
of our beloved France. 


Anti-Semitism 


Perhaps, too, in view of Germany’s 
attitude towards the Jewish people to-day 
it might have been considered an oppor- 
tune moment to recall the fact that this 
sensational case which stirred all France 
to its depths, and influenced the internal 

olitics of the country right up to 1914, 

oe its origin im the revival of anti- 
Semitism which was sweeping over the 
country in 1894. 

The book is in three parts—Pierre’s 
account of the case up to Dreyfus’s 
release,from Devil’s Island and his second 
condemnation; Dreyfus’s own story of the 
case from the second condemnation at 
Rennes in 1889 to his final acquittal in 
1906; and a final chapter summarising 
the last years from 1 to 1935. It has 
been admirably translated by Dr. Betty 
Morgan and contains twenty-three very

The Real Traitor 


Lieutenant-Colonel Picquart, who was 
at the arrest of Dreyfus and believed him 
uilty, became Chief of the Second 
ureau in the following year, and in 
March, 1896, came across evidence which 
clearly indicated Major Esterhazy as the 
real traitor. From that time onwards 
Picquart laboured on behalf of Dreyfus, 
and, in his turn, was subjected to con- 
tinuous frustration and 
details of which are really startling as 
recounted here. 


Devil’s Island 


The treatment of Dreyfus during the 
five yoars he was in close confinement on 
Devil’s Island is hard to credit, but there 
is no doubt that he was subjected to 
vindictive torture at the hands of an in- 
human officia] acting on instructions from 
Paris. For months he was chained to his 
bed by ankle irons. For years he was cut 
off from the sight of the sea which he 
loved, and which gave him comradeshi 
by a specially erected fence which cut 
most of the light and air from his cel 
His only consolation was the corres 
dence with his wife and family, which is 
here printed in ezxtenso, and makes 

ignant reading. Even that correspon- 

denee was interfered with, mutilated and, 
in eases, not delivered. Ié was a miracse 
that such a highly-strung individual 
should have survived such an ordeal as 
he underwent on that appalling island. 
' This re-telling of an old story, and the 
additional light which it throws upon the 
most sensational official secrets case on 
record, will startle the new generation ; 
but it will have done much good if it 
serves to show the folly and danger to the 
State, as well as the individual, of anti- 
Semitism or, indeed, any form of religious 
bigotry carried to extremes.

Mental Acrobatics 
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A Trifle in Pure Thought 


War Dance. A Study of the Psychology of 
War. By E. Graham Howe, London: Faber 
and Faber, 7s. 6d, net, : 


HE sub-title is misleading; this book 
has little to do with war—in the 
usual sense, anyway. It is a psycholo- 
gist’s exposition of a system of pure 
thought, of a metaphysical attitude to 
life. * Dr. Graham Howe’s thesis runs 
something like this: ‘ 

In the world there is fundamentally a 
contrasting dualism—night and day, male 
and female, sleeping and waking, known 
and unknown, etc. In a metaphysical con- 
cept of reality, which involves a fourth- 
dimension, these factors are polar op- 
posites, and, therefore, mutually indepen- 
dent, mutually necessary. But in the 
modern Western world this dualism is not 
recognised, and any negative statement 
such as “Ireland is not England,’”’ im- 
plies, in the average mind, a subjective 
bias of a potentially aggressive character. 
There is a tendency to proceed from this 
statement to ‘‘Ireland is different from 
England, and Ire!and is better than Eng- 
land.” This tendency to give statements 
of fact a moral bias is by now rooted in our 
Western culture. The Church tends to 
say ‘‘ Belief is good; unbelief is evil.’ 
And science, the modern offspring of reli- 
gion, says “ Order is good ; chaos is bad.’’ 
To provoke this bias there is fear of the 
unknown, or less known, of the two con- 
cepts. In Dr. Howe’s opinion, it is this 
top-heavy attitude which leads to mental 
overbalance in war. 


Two Courses 


Alternative to this unbalanced and 
potentially aggressive attitude, two courses 
are possible. One is to deny the opposi- 
tion absolutely; but this is no solution 
at all, for in recognising the necessity 
to deny it, we are, in effect, admitting its 
existence. The real alternative is to accept 
it positively, comprehending its polarity, 
relative to ourselves. We should be able 
to accept both sides of the statement, “I 
am not a Jew,’’ without either identifying 
ourselves with “ Jew’’ (i.e., denying the 
opposition), or implying a mental 
prejudice, “ I am glad I am not a Jew.” 

Ingenious, isn’t it? All this is explained 
in the first long chapter, and the rest of 
the book is concerned with illustrating it 
in relation to “anxiety,” *“‘ aggressive- 
ness,’’ ‘‘ guilt.” and*so on. Some readers 
may recognise in this dual concept of 
polarity our old friend the Hegelian or 
Marxian dialectio,. but disembodied, with 
its thesis, antithesis and synthesis. 


Impracticable Peace 


As for its application to the reality of 
war which Dr. Howe seems vaguely to 
suggest in rasher passages, we can hardly 
be expected to take that seriously. Un. 
doubtedly, these habits of thinking are 
prevalent to-day; but they are equally so 
in peace, as in war. The primary reasons 
why at certain periods a nation finds 
peace impracticable, and is driven to 
continue its policy by war, remain economic. 
Also, on Dr. Howe’ own showing, this 
attitude is found predominantly in the 
West, while it is the great Eastern 
religions that have found this way of 
contemplative, unassertive acceptance he 
advocates. Yet Japan is among the most 
warlike and aggressive Powers to-day, 
and China and India are not backward 
in asserting their national liberty, when 
necessary, by the sword.

Footprints of a Wanderer. By Rcbert H. 
Davis. London: Hale, 12/6 net. 


R. DAVIS, in his time, has passed 
through Berlin, Paris, Edinburgh, 
Nova Scotia, Mexico City, the Adiron- 
dacks, Haiti, Canada, New Orleans, 
Yucatan, South Africa, and what his 
publishers call ‘‘ the islands of the seas.” 


In all these places he met with the enter-- 


taining and the unusual in men and 
matters; and in this collection of brief 
sketches he tells us what he has seen. 
He talks about a meeting with Mr, 
Bernard Shaw, whose photograph he took ; 
about breeding fighting bulls in Spain; 
about the prophecies of a Scottish seer; 
about the ancient art of ice-curling; the 
island of Sark; over-eating on liners; 
John L. Sullivan and William Muldoon; 
where to eat outside Paris; and the auto 
biography of a famous oak tree. 


Fighting Bulls é 


His choice of subject is governed by nó 
laws of conseguence ; and with Mr. Davis's 
power of observation and memory it 
should all be very entertaining. But Mr. 
Davis seems to he writing all the time 
slightly in a minor key. He has not—or 
perhaps, has not now—the drive and 
picturesqueness of phrase of his colleagues 
the American newspaper men; and thus 
he fails—not too dismally, but fails, all 
the same—to do justice to the breadth of 
his experience. Among the best of his 
sketches is the one about the Spanish 
bulls. He explains with a more lively 
pen than usual how the bulls are im- 
pregnated with their fighting spirit. It 
is from their mothers that they obtain 
this hatred of man. The great bull- 
fighters ‘“‘fight a round”’ with twenty or 
thirty cows; and from the most savage 
cow is bred the bull that the matador 
will engage six or seven years hence in 
the arena... | 

It is a pity that Mr. Davis does not 
maintain the standard of ‘‘ Breeding Bulls.

They diseovered points in his 
Constitution that he probably never 
imagined when he was drafting it, par 
ticularly in regard to the future statuseof 
women; and his anxiety to convince the | 
female portion of the electorate that he 
has no designs on its political equality 
with the males was almost pathetic. It 
is a great pity that the President had not 
the assistance of some trained lawyer to 
expound the intricacies of his Constitu- 
tion for him; ‘for he was no match for 
Mr: J. A. Costello, the former Attorney- 
General. His speech was fumbling and 
inconclusive, It explained nothing, and 
was packed with anomalies and repeti. 
tions, giving the impression that. while 
his intentions in drafting the Constitution 
were admirable, the results in many ways 
were deplorable. It suggested that the new 
State’s fundamental law has been more or 
less flung together by a man who knows 
nothing about his subject. A less con. 
vincing speech rarely has been heard in 
Leinster House. : 

We do not believe that the Constitution 
is nearly so bad as some of its critics 
allege it to be. Naturally, as politicians, 
they are trying to make the best. possible 
case against it, and the President has 
been assisting ‘them by following every 
single hare that they started, They are 
anxious to deprive him and his party of 
votes at the forthcoming general election. 
He is striving desperately to keep his 
votes, and it was in this atmosphere of 
mancuvring that the second 
reading of the Constitution was debated. 
A more undignified or less efficient. pro- 
ceeding hardly could be imagined. A 
great part of Mr. de Valena’s speech was 
devoted to an attempt to prove that the 
proposed head of the new. State—the 
President of Hire—will not bé a dictator. 
Nobody with an ounce of intelligence ever 
believed for a moment that he would be 
any such thing. Of course Mr. de

‘Land for the Public 


London has been a gay spot for the last 
week, but she will not be left more 
beautiful by the Coronation. “Her Jooks. 
indeed, have not been impaired for long 
by the 250 tons of litter which, in defiance 
of all appeals for tidiness, were abandoned 
by the assembled multitude along the 
procession’s rovte; the detritus has been 
gathered already into the incinerators and 
rubbish-heaps of the various local authori 
ties, and has ceased to defile the view. 
More serious, because more permanent, 
damage has been caused to London’s parks 
by the camps of Coronation troops. The 
spirit of these bulwarks of the Common- 
wealth has been admirable; their discip 
line has been perfect; but not the most 
steadfast loyalty nor the most rigorous 
discipline will avert doom from a blade 
of grass whereon a military boot has 
trodden, or will restore the green to the 
sward which a bell-tent has 
from the life-giving sun. ‘‘In some parts 
of Kensington Gardens,” says an official 
of the Office of Works, interviewed by the 
Daily Telegraph, ‘*‘the grass will take a 
long time to recover—certainly over a 
year.’’ Many normally green areas, adds 
the newspaper’s correspondent, are a sea 
‘of mud, Nevertheless, while temporary 
destruction has been wrought upon these 
‘green areas, the balance of beauty is 
being restored in the regions surrounding 
London. Three celebrated beauty-spots in

Altogether some hundreds of acres are 
being acquired. We have a great respect 
for this new English practice of purchasing 
important and beautiful estates for the 
benefit of the people at large. Admittedly, 
it is a belated effort to control an evil 
which already has done widespread harm. 
Here in Ireland is nothing to compare 
with the havoc which the speculative 
builder has created among the once green 
and fertile fields of England. It is true 
that much of his so-called ‘‘ development ”’ 
has been conducted with excellent taste 
but it is likewise true that many regions 
which more sensitive people would have 


repair. Happily for England, her rich 
men are showing an increasing tendency 
to bequeath land ‘‘to the nation,” and. 
the majority of local authorities realise 
that money spent upon the purchase of 
land for public purposes is money well 
spent. We hope to see both examples 
followed here in Ireland. Our country 
indeed, has benefited by one princely gift 
of land which cannot be matched across 
the Channel; yet there are many lovely 
expanses that seem doomed to fall into 
vandalistic hands unless salvation comes 
in the form of purchase by local authori- 
ties. 


Geography 


The word ‘‘ geography ” probably brings 
painful memories to most people, certainly 
to those who have passed the age of forty. 
It conjures up the dullest subject of their 
school days: the long, uninteresting lists 
of bays and rivers and mountains; the 
sing-song repetition of “ France, Paris, on 
the Seine ’’; “ Germany, Berlin, on the 
Spree ’’; ‘‘ Russia, St. Petersburg, on the 
Neva’’; “Ireland, Dublin, on the 
Liffey ”; the definitions and the lists of 
commodities for which places were 
““noted.'” That geography can be made 
the most attractive subject in the school 
curriculum has been discovered in a 
number of English schools, and the trans- 
formation has been effected by the simplest 
of means. The schools in the scheme adopt 
a ship, some of them stately liners and 
others lowly tramps, and the children are 
kept in continuous touch with the school 
ship in all its journeyings. “There are 
now some four hundred schools taking part 
in the scheme, ranging from great public 
schools like Eton and Harrow to 
elementary schools in slums of manufac 
turing towns. In many instances the 
ship’s company goes to considerable 
trouble to make the record of the journey 
attractive and intelligible to a juvenile 
group. Special logs. are compiled for the 
children, with drawings and diagrams to 
illustrate them, and souvenirs are 
collected to be despatched when port is 
reached. By these intimate touches the 
curiosity of the children is aroused, and

Further meetings of the 
Conference are to take place in the 
Cabinet Room at No. 10 Downing street, 
when ieveral committees will be set up to 
give separate discussion to foreign affairs, 
defence, trade, and communications. It is 
understood that the British Government 
will make no offer to submit a foreign or 
defence policy for the Empire which can 
be enforced by a majority vote,.as each 
Dominion is autonomous, and, therefore, 
all that can be done is for the Conference 
to reach general agreement. 


Threatened Coal Stoppage 


A national coal stoppage is now regarded 
as being more than probable, and only a 
change of attitude on the part of the 
Nottinghamshire coal owners and the 
Spencer Miners’ Union before the night is 
over can prevent the first notices of a 
stoppage being handed in. It is expected 
that about half the miners of the country 
will hand in their .notices, and as they 
mostly work in coalfields where local 
agreements demand a fortnight’s warning 
their strike will begin on May 29th. 
Captain Crookshank, the Minister for 
Mines, is dcing all that he can to bring 
the parties concerned into further con. 
ference, but at present the outlook is 
serious. The situation has arisen because 
the Nottingshire coalowners and the 
Spencer Union refuse to meet the 
Miners Federation leaders. unless they 
firs; agree to amalgamate with the 
Spencer Union. The miners threaten a 
strike with a view to obtaining recognition 
of the Federation in Nottinghamshire and 
the reinstatement of nine hundred miners 
on strike in the county. 


The Anglo-Italian Situation 


The situation between Great Britain and 
Italy appears to be a little easier, and the 
speech made yesterday by Count Ciano was 
couched in distinctly conciliatory tones. 
It appears that Signor Mussolini has been 
favourably impressed by the fact that in 
official ceremonies: at Westminster Abbey 
the Abyssinian representative, Ras 
Dedjasmatch Makonnen, was described 
simply as representing His Majesty Haile 
Selassie, the title of Emperor of Ethiopia 
being omitted. Another factor affording 
satisfaction to Signor Mussolini was the 
judgment of Mr. Justice Clausen in the 
ease of the Bank of Ethiopia against the 
Bank of Egypt, which was heard in the 
High Court here, when the judge allowed 
the refusal of the Bank of Egypt to pay 
out sums standing in the account of the 
Bank of Ethiopia, because that Bank had 
been put into liquidation by the Italian 
autohrities in London. If the British and 
Italian Governments will work together 
they should be able to bring about a 
much-to-be-desired improvement in the 
relations between their two countries. 


Crushing ‘Taxation 


Signor Mussolini’s frequent declarations 
about the prosperity and happiness of the 
Italian subject might lead people to 
suppose that there is nothing amiss, but it 
seems that high and vexatious taxation is 
causing dissatisfaction. In this country 
we think taxation goes far enough, but in 
Italy every request for any forní of permit 
or licence must be made on a Stamped 
paper, and even charges made to the police 
against criminals must. be made before. the 
District Commissioner on stamped paper. 
When a plaintiff loses a case he is taxed 
again, and the more he loses the more he 
is taxed. State monopoly controls the 
tobacco market, and every cigarette, cigar 
and pipeful of tobacco is taxed. All 


restaurants must charge each customer. 


twenty centimes with each bill presented, 
and bars and coffee houses pay a fixed 
daily tax for all drink- sold costing less 
than one lira, while every hotel and board-
